have murdered my father."

lain is still at large, and the general 
opinion is that if caught he will be made 
short work of.

For DecIlDing to Fiy the Irish Flag on 
New York CUy Hail on St. 
Patrick's Day. 


BRAGG BANiDETTED 


The New United States Minister to 
Mexico Banqnetted at the City 
of Mexico. 


CITT or MEXICO, March 2 2 . — A ban- 
quet in honor of General Bragg, the 
new United States minister, was given 
yesterday by the American re^^ents, 
leading officials of the Mexican govern- 
ment and a number of members of the 
press present. 
General Bragg made* a 
significant speech, which was well re- 
ceived. 


He said the United States wanted no 
more territory and only desired for 
Mexico a continuation* of its liberal gov- 
ernment. 


He stated the United States would be 
opposed to any attempt to overthrow 
the free institutions in Mexico and inti- 
timated so long as liberalism was pré- 
dominent in the Mexican administration 
only the most cordial good will would 
be shown this country, but the people of 
the United States wanted free institu- 
tions and their result and blessing, and 
woulci not look favorable on the reac- 
tionary movements here. 


The speech is regarded as mdicating 
the sympathy of President Cleveland's 
administration with the present liberal 
administration here, and as being a 
plain indication that the reactionary 
party, which is thought to favor a mon- 
archal form of government, will never 
be permitted to carry its designs into 
execution. 


No recent utterances of the United 
States representatives 
here have at- 
tracted such widespread attention. 


SIX W1ÊEKS OP TARIFF TALK. 


The Oeneral Debate on the Administra- 
tion Bill to Commence Next 
Week. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Tariff from 
now till about the middle of May will 
occupy almost the entire time of the 
lower house of congress. 


The bill will likely be reported to the 
hofise on Friday or Saturday. 
It will be 
accompanied by a short report from the 
majority, explaining the measure and 
calling attention to the necessity of its 
adoption. 
The minority, the republi- 
cans, will likely not submit their report 
till some time next week. 


The general debate on the bill will 
likely commence next week. 
The re- 
publicans will prepare their bill aft? r 
they have secured a good idea of the 
tendency of the house toward tariff re- 
form, so as to catch the popular breeze, 
and will make it public some time be- 
fore the previous question is called on 
the administration bill. 


The republican measure is to be offer- 
ed as a substitute to that of the demo- 
crats. 
Mr. Randall does not, it is said, 
intend to be outdone by the committee 
on ways and means ignoring his bill and 
leaving it in the pigeon hole. 
He will 
probably present it at the conclusion of 
the debate and ask that it be substituted 
for the administration bill.

NEW YOBK, March 22.—Mayor Hewitt 
Monday sent to the board of aldermen a 
communication defending his action in 
refusing to permit the Irish flag to be 
raised on the city hall on St.

In it ho says he is of the op/tiXJU 
that no flag but the American has any 
right to float from any public building 
in this or any other city. 


He can not see why, if Germany has 
to be ruled by Germans and France by 
Frenchmen, America ought not to be 
ruled by Americans. 
It might be con- 
strued, he eays, that his action ehowed a 
feeling averse to the Irish citiaens of 
this country, but it was well known that 
their struggle and aspirations for home 
rulo always had 
and

have his earnest support and sympa- 
thy.

Southern district of New York, from 
84,000 to $5,500; North Illinois, from 
84,000 to 85.000; Eastern and Northern 
New York, Eastern wnd Western Penn- 
sylvania, Southern Ohio, Eastern Mis- 
souri, and the district of Massachusetts, 
each from 84,000 to $1,500. 
All other 
United States district judges are increas- 
ed from 83,500 to 84,000.
